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ABSTRACT 

This study examined the total number of federally 
funded teacher training programs (excluding student loans and grants 
that could be used for teacher training), the budget obligations for 
teacher training programs, the number of teachers trained by these 
programs, and differences in services across the programs. The study 
found that in fiscal year 1993 the federal government funded at least 
86 programs related to teacher training in 9 federal departments and 
agencies. Detailed questionnaire data were collected from 42 
programs, i'he 42 programs whose primary focus was teacher training 
obligated S289 million for teacher training activities and trained 
over 1 million teachers. In fiscal year 1993, over 130 program 
officers were employed by the 9 federal agencies to oversee the 
teacher training programs. Although these 42 programs have some 
similarities, the purposes, the target groups, and the mix of 
services provided to teachers differ widely. Typically, these 
programs funded conferences, trainer salaries, travel, and materials.

Dear Mr. Chairman: 

As the type of employment in the United States changes from low-skilled 
work on assembly lines to work that requires employees to manage 
complex tasks and continually learn new technologies, approaches, and 
occupations, schools and teachers are increasingly responsible for 
teaching students to learn and think critically. In 1993, the Congress 
recognized that helping all students reach high standards of performance 
would require new forms of professional teacher development in core 
academic subjects by enacting the teacher training provision in the Goals 
2000: Educate America Act. Specifically, the Congress envisioned a 
teaching force that would have access to programs for the continued 
improvement of their professional skills and the opportunity to acquire the 
knowledge and skills needed to instruct and prepare all American students 
for the next century. 

Over the years, the Congrecs has created many teacher training programs 
that fund preservice (preparation for teaching) and in-service (continuing 
professional framing for teachers) educational activities for the nation's 
teachers. Each of these was created to meet a particular need; however, 
these programs currently constitute a patchwork of programs. Our 
previous work in the employment and training area indicates this 
patchwork of programs may not provide the most efficient use of 
resources. 1 In light of our previous work and to assist in the current debate 
over reducing the federal budget deficit, you requested that we provide 
you with information on teacher training programs. 

Specifically, you were interested in (1) the total number of federally 
funded teacher training programs 2 (excluding student loans and grants 
that could be used for teacher training), (2) the budget obligations for

define program to include all funding streams. For example, funds flow through the National 
Diffusion Network for teacher training and therefore this program is included. 
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teacher training p-ograms, (3) the number of teachers trained by these 
programs, and (4) differences in services across the programs. 

To address your request, we reviewed the Catalog of Federal Domestic 
Assistance , reviewed previous gao studies of multiple programs, and 
surveyed key program officials. In January 1994, your staff collected the 
information from program officials using the questionnaire we developed. 
You returned the data to us for verification and analysis. We verified the 
data and our analyses with agency officials. Of the 86 programs that we 
identified, 42 programs provided detailed data. The others indicated that 
teacher training was one of many allowable activities and that separate 
data on teacher training activities were not available. 

In summary, we found that in fiscal year 1993, the federal government 
funded at least 86 programs related to teacher training in nine federal 
departments and agencies. 3 Agency officials were able to provide data on 
the 42 programs whose primary focus was teacher training. In fiscal year 
1993, officials reported that these 42 programs obligated over $280 million 
for teacher training activities and trained over 1 million teachers. Although 
these 42 programs have some similarities, the mix of services provided to 
teachers differs widely. Typically, these programs funded conferences, 
trainer salaries, travel, and materials. 



At Least 86 Teacher 
Training Programs 
Funded 



In fiscal year 1993, at least 86 teacher training programs in nine federal 
agencies and offices were funded by the federal government (see section 
l). 4 For example, the Department of Education administered 60 teacher 
teaming programs, while the Department of Agriculture administered 1 
teacher training program. Agency officials provided detailed data on 42 
programs that they identified as primarily dedicated to teacher training. 
Officials indicated that the remaining programs provided teacher training 
as one of many allowable activities and that separate teacher training data 
on these programs were not collected.

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Over $280 Million in 
Federal Support for 
Teacher Training 



The programs responding to our questionnaire reported obligating over 
$280 million for teacher training activities in fiscal year 1993. The 
Eisenhower Mathematics and Science program could not separate the 
exact dollar amount spent on teacher training and, therefore, is not 
included in this total. However, most of the $289 million obligated for this 
program was spent on teacher training. 6 Of the programs we identified, the 
key programs provided data on the budget obligation for teacher training 
programs for fiscal year 1993. The remaining programs were unable to 
provide such data but some portion of their total budget obligation was 
used for teacher training. (See section 2.) 



Federal Dollars Funded In fiscal year 1993, over 130 program officers were employed by the nine 

Oversight federal agencies to oversee the 42 teacher training programs. The 42 

programs that responded to the questionnaire indicated that most program 

officers work in headquarters. (See section 3.) 



Over 1 Million 
Teachers Trained 



The federal funds obligated in federal fiscal year 1993 provided training for 
over 1 million teachers. However, this number may be overstated because 
one teacher may have received training from several programs. For 
example, a health education teacher may have received training about the 
human immunodeficiency virus (rav) from the Department of Health and 
Human Services' Cooperative Agreements to Support School Health 
Education to Prevent the Spread of Acquired Immunodeficiency Syndrome 
(aids) program as well as training about drug abuse prevention under Drug 
Free Schools and Communities— School Personnel Training. (See section 
4.) 



Similar Types of 
Services Funded by 
Teacher Training 
Funding Streams 



In fiscal year 1993, teacher training programs funded five major categories 
of services. Of the 42 programs that responded to our questionnaire, 27 
funded conferences, 28 funded teacher salaries, 32 funded travel, 32 
funded materials, and 30 funded other services, such as master teacher 
salaries or college course tuition. (See section 5.) 

While the services were similar for many programs, some programs 
funded a range of services while others targeted their funding more 
narrowly. For example, of the 42 programs that provided data, 10 



6 Program officials indicated that most of these funds go to in-service and preservlce training; however, 
there is no estimate as to the breakout in funds because the money goes to the state for distribution. 
The Department of Education does not collect data on the type^ of services that the states provide. 
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programs funded 2 or fewer services, 14 funded 3 or 4 services, and 18 
funded 5 or more services. 



Target Groups Vary Widely While the services were similar for many teacher training programs, target 
° groups differed. Of the key programs, some had very general target groups 

while others had very specific target groups. For example, programs such 
as the Bilingual Education Training Grants program broadly target 
"institutions of higher education, and local and state education agencies." 
Other programs (see section 6), such as the Fulbright-Hays Group Projects 
Abroad, target 

"experienced educators responsible for foreign language studies at elementary and 
secondary levels and graduate students or upperclass students who plan teaching careers 
in foreign languages." 



Program Purposes Vary The purposes of the teacher training programs also varied widely. For 

example, the bilingual education programs supported training in bilingual 
education, while the drug-free schools program was designed to enhance 
training concerning drugs and alcohol abuse, and the Indian Education 
projects were designed to train persons to enter educational careers 
serving Indian children and adults. (See section 7.) 



We did not request written agency comments on this report. We did, 
however, discuss the draft with program officials and ask for written 
verification of the data provided by agencies. Program officials generally 
agreed with the way in which we characterized the data. They pr ovided 
technical comments on the data, which we have incorporated as 
appropriate.

From our review of the Catalog of Federal Domestic Assistance 6 and the 
literature and our discussions with agency officials, we identified 8G 
federal programs that funded or provided some type of teacher training 
(see table l.l). 7 Of the 86 programs we identified, 42 responded to our 
questionnaire with detailed information. Where applicable, we include the 
common name of the program. We also include, where applicable, an 
identification number for programs listed in the Catalog of Federal 
Domestic Assistance , which describes all domestic assistance programs. 
(For additional detailed information on the programs, see the catalog.)
